Su His’Majesty the King, in his Speech from the Throne, on the 
Moonie of Ptiament, after pointing out that the struggle of Ger- 
man tyranny with European freedom had ended with the defeat of 
Germany and a new era had dawned, said in order to resp the full 
- fruits of victory and safeguard the peace of. the world an adequate 
_ Army must be maintained in the field, proposals for which would be 
i sh aa to the Allied Conference at Paris, his Majesty 
emphasised the cordiality, goodwill and absence of disagreement 
marking the discussions and trusted that the preliminaries of Peace 
would soon be signed. He rejoiced that the Conference had accept- 
ed the principle of the League of Nations, for progress in that direc- 
tion alone would save mankind from the scourge ofwar, 

Alluding to President Wilson's visit to England, the King said 
the enthusiastic welcome was an earnest of the increasing under- 
standing with which he trusted the United States and Britain 
would act together in future. . . 

Proceeding, his Majesty ssid:— For the last few months the 
Imperial War Cabinet has been in continuous session. My counsels 
as regards war and external affairs have been strengthened and 
enlightened by the presence of leading Ministers ofmy [self-govern- 
Dominions and my Indian Empire., The inspiring sacrifice and 
‘Invaluable service rendered by the peoples of the Dominions and 

-Eodia during the war have won for them an important place in the 
counsels of the worldand it has been 6 source of especial 
satisfaction’ to me. that their title to representation 
has been fully recognised by the Paris Conference. 
“T trast. that the reports of the Committees enquiring into 


“matters connected with Indian constitutional reform will be received {" 


in time to enable a Bill on the subjectto be’presented in the course of 
the Session, The position in Ireland causes grave anxiety, 
but I earnestly hope that.conditions will soon sufficiently improve 
to make possible a durable settlement of this difficult problem. 

His Majesty said the-House of Commons would be asked to 
make further financial provision to meet war charges and for 
reconstruction. . ; a 

Addressing both Houses, his Majesty said :—" The aspirations 
for a better social order which have been quickened in the hearts of 
my people by the experience of war must be encouraged by prompt 

nd comprehensive action.” - - oo” 

Before the war, poverty. unemployment, inadequate housing and 
many remediable ills existed in our land, and these were aggravated 
by disunion, but since the outbreak of war every party and every 
class has worked and fought together fora great ideal. In pursuit 
of this common aim, they have shown a spirit’ of unity and self- 
sacrifice which has exalted the nation and énabled it to play its full 
part in winning victory, The ravages of the war and the 
wastage of the war are not however repaired. If we are to repair 
these losses and build a better Britain, we must continue to manifest, 
the same spirit. We must stop at no sacrifice of interest or prejudice 
to stamp out unmerited poverty,diminish unemployment, mitigate its 
sufferings, provide decent Homes to improve thé nation’shealth and 
raise the standard of well-being throughout thecommunity. We 
shall not achieve this end by an undue tenderness towards 
acknowledged abuses, and it must necessarily be retarded by 
violence oreven by disturbance. We shall succeed only by patient 
and untiring resolution in carrying through the legislation and the 
administrative action which are required. It is. that’ resolute 
‘action which I now. ask you --to support.. A large 
‘number of measures affecting. the social and economic 
well-being of the nation await your consideration, and it is of the 

- utmost importance that their provisions should be examined, and, if 
possible, agreed upon snd carried into effect with all expedition. 

With this object, the Government will invite the consideration of the 
House of Commons to certain proposals for simplification of the 
procedure of the House which it is hoped will enable delays to be 
avoided and give members an increasing opportunity of taking 
effective part in the work of legislation.” 

‘His Majesty then announced Bills for the creation of a Ministry 
ot Health; a Ministry of Ways and Communications and also mea- 
sures for effecting a speedy and large increase in housing accom- 
modstion; for the fulfilment of the pledges given to the Trade 
Unions; for the prevention of unfair competition by the sale of im- 
ported goods below their selling price in the country of origin; and 
for increasing the industrial and agricultural output without which 

. the considerable permanent betterment of the national condition 
eannot ‘be effected. Proposals will also be made for encouraging 
land settlement, particularly for ex-Service- mon, for providing 
suitable men with the necessary agricultural training, for enabling 
them to stock and equip their holdings, and for the reclamation of 
the land and the promotion of comprehensive afforestation. 

. Concluding, his Majesty-said:—" Finally, I recommend to your 

<< earnest consideration the industrial problems. That the gifte of

The vital question with the French at present is not the Leagt 

of Natians but the terms for a renewal of the Armistice. : 
The French Press dwella upon the danger of a rapid Allied 


demobilisation, while the Germans stil] have millions under arms. 


The British standpoint is that the main. object of a ‘renewed| 


Armistice and Treaty of Peace must be to deliver Europe from 
Militarism, firstly, by the abolition of conscription, and a beginning 
must be made by Germany. It is suggested that the German Army 
should be compulsorily reduced to its future peace footing now, in 
order to enable the Allies rapidly to carry out their own demobilisa- 
ion. : 

The Americans favour leaving the Germans to dispose of their 


man power for.tha: present as they choose, while insisting on the}: 


surrender of such proportion of war material as our Miltary 
Advisers think necessary. The American view is that the Allies 
are bound by the original Armistice terms, and that the basis. af the 
Convention should not be widened by the inclusion of new demands. 

Both the French and British official view is that there is no 
actual danger of a renewal of hostilities by the Germans, who, 
doubtless, have three millions of men in uniform, but their fitness 
and discipline are doubtfrl.  ~ so 

On the contrary, the French Press generally declines to believe 
that Germany is reduced to helplessness, and points to the tone of 
the speeches at Weimar as an indication of the fature danger from 
seventy million Germans eager to renew an attempt to destroy

.* GOVERNMENT GIVES IN TO MINERS.

PREPARED TO MEET THEM IN, EVERY Way. . 
London, February 11. 


_ The Government’s reply to the miners’ demands has been 
issued. As regards the demand for a six hour day, the reply states 


that, while the Government sympathises with te desire of the 


workers for an improved standard of life, it must, in considering the 
increase in the cost of production in tha trades whose products form 
the staple of other occupations, think also of the consequences upon 
the general trade situation, .It, therefore, proposes a strong, tepre- 
sentative committee, on which the miners will be represented. It 
should enquire into this matter and also into the following cther 
matters: namely, the cost ef production and the distribution-of coal, 


the selling prices and the profits; the question whether cos! mining | 
should be continued on the present basis, or under joint control, or} 


be nationalised. i 
; As regards the demand for increased wages, the Government is 
willing to add to the present war bonus a shilling per day which is 
equal to the rise in prices since January last year, and refer the 
other, demands, in connection with wages, to the aforementioned 
Committee. The Government asks the miners to regard this reply 
as aclear indication of its intention to meet them in every possible 
way. . “ 
In connection with the demands,regarding demobilised miners, 
the Government states that these must obviously be considered in 
relation with the general question of demobilisation... It is the 
Government's considered view that it is impossible to give demobilis- 
ed miners ‘different terms from those of other demobilised workers.

LOST LIBERTIES. 


S —_———_— . : 

By a process which is painfully slow in operation, Hongkong is 
_ Gradually being permitted to revert to. pre-war conditions. For 
well over four years, the Colony had been hadged about by restrict- 
ions and subjected to'regulations which touched all of us.in one way 
or another, circumscribing our liberties and taking away much of 
the freedom that we were wont, in peace times, to enjoy.. We have 
only to mention the passport regulations, the Examination Service, 
the prohibition of the movement of. craft after sunset, the compul- 
sory enrolments in the Defence Corps and the General Military 
. Service Force, the censorship on cables and letters and the rigid 
control of newspapers, to callto mind some of the steps which were 
_ deemed. necessary hore and which, because of their very strange- 

=" ness, weighed heavily on us as Britishers. : 
_If we but care to search for it, history will be found to supply 
‘plenty of evidence in support.of the statement that power,, once 
gathered into the hands of rulers and administrators, is reluctantly 
given up, even though justification for its use may no longer exist. 
We ace afraid that something of this sort of thing is happening in 
Hongkong. It is true that within the past three months—that is, 
since the cessation of fighting—some of the war-time restrictions 
have been removed, but there are still in operation some which 
affect our liberties and our rights which cannot,.on any grounds of 
_ Rood reason, be defended. The Examination Service has been can- 
” celled, vessels can now move about after dusk, the “lights ” have been 
lifted, and at any rate something hes been done to lighten service in 
the Defence Corps, while at the same time conscription for service 
outside the Colony has been suspended and the men who have left 
under the Military Service Ordinance are, we are agsured, soon to be, 
back again. But the Army Act, with ite taking away of men’s civil 
status, and the censorship of cables, letters and the Press, still 
persist. Whether all these things are still necessary we will not 
profess to say,-but we assert most unhesitatingly that there is no 
longer any justification for the last-named—the continued enforce- 
ment of Censorship Regulations én the Press. We have before 
Shown that almost’immediately the Armistice was declared the 
Government of the United States promptly withdrew the voluntary 
censorship On newspapers, and that soon afterwards the naval 

. censorship in the United Kingdom was abolished and the military 
regulations also modified. What suits England-and America, how- 
ever, does not do for Hongkong, according to the official viewpoint, 
and to-day the newspapers in this Colony are subject as much as 
ever they were to the most thorough-going control from official 
quarters. If Hongkong were in any special danger, and if’ we were 
more liable to enemy machinations than, say, the British Isles, we 
could understand and appreciate the need for a continu: ‘of the 
Press censorship, but as neither the: one supposition nor the other 
holds good, we are entitled to know why .the Press. here should be 
compelled to labour under regulations which do not apply at Home. 
... The public has possibly little idea of tWe‘extent: of tho restrict 
ions which have been imposed'on the Press~of this Colony during 
the past four years.
